Mr. Powys’ book

ing one, By sensyality Mr, Powys 
means the enjoyment. of all the: 
sensés, not only of .those usually 
designated sensual, Ho will offend 
some readers by his candour ‘ond 
others’ by his accepiance of the 
payee: -analyst’s jargon, and others 
by his bombast, and others by his 
Inck of tact: but he is always 
original and courageous, whether

What Mr. ' Powys demands for 
markind is enjoyment in being 
alive.
